As a rec­ 
ord of the hardships of pion eer day s it is in ­ 
v alu able. A few parag raphs are g iv en here, dated 
Nov ember 18. 18 47: 
“My hu sban d is sick. It rain s an d sn ows. We 
start this morn in g arou n d the fails with ou r 
wag on . 
We hav e fiv e miles to g o. 
I carry my 
babe an d lead, or rather carry , an other throu g h 
the sn ow, mu d an d water almost to my kn ees. 
“It is the worst road a team cou ld possibly 
trav el. I wen t ahead with my children an d I was 
afraid to look behin d me for fear of seein g the 
wag on s tu rn ov er in to the mu d an d water with 
ev ery thin g in them. 
“My children g av e ou t with cold an d fatig u e 
an d cou ld n ot trav el, an d the boy s had to u n ­ 
hitch the ox en an d brin g them an d carry the 
children on to camp. I was so cold an d n u mb I 
ccu ld n ot tell by the feelin g that I had an y feet 
at all. 
“We started this morn in g at su n rise an d did 
n ot g et to camp u n til after dark, an d there was 


n ot on e dry thread on on e of u s—n ot ev en my 
babe. 
I had carried my babe an d I was so 
fatig u ed that I cou ld scarcely speak or step. 
“When I g ot here I fou n d my hu sban d, ly in g 
in Welch’s wag on , v ery sick 
. 
. 
. We had to 
stay u p all n ig ht ton ig ht for ou r wag on s are left 
half-way back. I hav e n ot told half we su ffered. 
I am n ot adequ ate to the task.” 
That diary speaks for itself. That was the sort 
of price-that was paid for the America of today . 
Can an y American read it withou t v owin g to do 
all he can to be worthy of the pion eers who 
blazed the trail?

all he can to, "be worthy of the pioneers who 
biased the trail? 


DANGEROUS. 


Once again the bill providing for compulsory 


registration of all aliens is being agitated. The 
matter will be brought to Congress' attention 
soon, with proposals that aliens be compelled to 
register once each year and that,they be com- 
pelled to carry their registration 
cards with 


them, and produce them on the request of any 
policeman. 


It is hard to see just why this bill is necessary, 


but it is not at all hard to see how such a law 
might be abused.

under Tyhieh a half a million 
boys will -compete for the 1930 
championship in The American 
Legion Junior Baseball program 
are announced in the handbook 
just issued by the National 
Americanism Commission of the 
Legion here. 


Valuable suggestions from the 


field, gained through actual ex- 
perience in the three preceding 
Liegion 
baseball 
competitions, 


have been incorporated in the 
1930 rules. They are designed to 
give -each of the wide-awake boys 
an equal -chance. The rules will 
be .strictly -enforced, since the 
beaching of sportsmanship under 
Liegion supervision is one of the 
primary .purposes of the compe- 
tition. A summary of the more 
important provisions follows: 


The competition will be open 


only to boys who are amateurs, 
boys who have not been paid for 
playing baseball. The boys must 
not have attained their seven- 
teenth birthday before Septem- 
ber 15, 1930, to be eligible. 


All games will be played under 


the official playing rules of base- 
Dall and on regulation diamonds. 
The ball- used will be a standard 
league ball. Each player must be 
a bona fide resident of the com- 
munity represented by the team 
in which he -enrolls. 


Civic organizations, commer- 


cial concerns, and newspapers 
are invited .to sponsor one or 
more teams in the Legion super- 
vised competition. All tourna- 
ments to decide state champions 
will be under the direction of the 
state organization of the Legion. 
All regional and sectional tour-- 
S 


naments and the Junior World 
Series will be played under the 
direction of the national director. 


All players must have been en- 


rolled before June 15, 1930. No 
team may carry more than four- 
teen players. This personnel 
cannot be changed after date of 
official -enrollment except in 
case -of death or disability, and 
then only upon authorization of 
the -department athletic officer 
and the national director. 


The state championship teams 


must be -certified by their respec- 
tive department athletic officers 
to the national director not later 
than August 10, 1930. 


In cities or towns having popu- 


lations of 50;000 or more, accord- 
ing to the 1920 Federal census, 
no team will be allowed to draw 
persons from more than one high 
school. The high school record 
-of Feb. 15,1930, will govern as to 
bona fide enrollment of a play- 
er. Strict rules governing ineli- 
gibility and the penalty for the 
same are provided. The rules 
that require certificate of entry 
with birth certificate from each 
player are set forth.

The American Legion, giving the 
official rules and guide for the 
1930 competitions has left the 
press.
